THE SENIOE CLASS AUCTION 
The High School senior class auction 


to be held Wednesday is a new departure 
here 
in 
educational 
training 
which 


should appeal to public support for two 
reasons. In the first place it will pro- 
mote broader social understanding among 
our growing ycrang men and young wom- 
en, as well as a more sympathetic view 
toward our social problems and relation- 
ships. 
One of tne great needs of the 


day is that our rising generations shall see 
the sides of life other than those of their 
limited environment and experiences. 
The puplic school is the effective agency 
for expanding this democratic viewpoint 
and the wider the angle we can bring it 
mto play the better will be our future 
citizenship. 


The senior class auction is •well cal- 


culated to advance this end. because it 
introduces ottr boys and girls to an im- 
.portant phase of social economics at a 
time when lasting impressions are made. 
The more they know in youth about con- 
ditions of the poor and unfprtunate the 
more they will unselfishly undertake in 
their behalf, and for the common better- 
ment of all. when they grow up. 
The 


senior class auction represents the con- 
crete expression of a desire by public 
school management to foster in the pupils 
the true community spirit, and it is evid- 
dent that it will accomplish this in the 
degree that the auction is a success. 


The other reason why the idea should 


appeal to public support is that it is a 
common sense method of applying chari- 
table work. The proceeds of the auction 
are to be used in filling Thanksgiving bas- 
kets for the poor, and that is something 
we all want to see done in heaping meas- 
ure. 
The money will be applied in co- 


operation with the City Relief Society, so 
that there will be no duplication. The 
pupils ha"»e. enthusiastically joined in the 
undertaking, but this is only half the re- 
quirements. The public must supply the 
other half by coming forward with gener- 
ous contributions of auctionabie articles 
and with liberal patronage when the sales 
are made. 


Every citizen of Appleton has an in- 


terest in the public schools and presum- 
ably desires to manifest that interest in a 
helpful way when the opportunity is of- 
fered. The senior class auction may seem 
like a relatively small matter to some, but 
that is not the case. Tt is a big thing to 
1be public schools and whatever is of im- 
portance to them is of importance to the 
community at larcre. 
Let us give the 


school management and the senior class 
a full measure of assistance and cooper- 
ation in makin<r this unique effort the 
success it ought to be. 


REPARATION 


The peace treaty provides that the al- 


lies shall notify Germany 'by May 1. 
1921. of the total reparation claims 
against her. The treaty also says that be- 
fore the claims are fixed, Germany shall 
be given "a just opportunity to be 
heard." France has now consented to 
recognize this part of the treaty to which 
the signatures of her representatives were 
affixed. 


It is very late to begin the work of as- 


sessing Germany's capacity to pay. But. 
France has opposed all previous efforts 
to start the inquiry. The French govern- 
ment has hoped against hope that the 
treaty pledge to Germany could be evad- 
ed, for it has been France's desire to as- 
sess no final indemnity amount, but to 
claim all of Germany's surplus produc- 
tion. No greater mistake could be made 
than to enforce such a policy. Germany 
jmwt be permitted to reestablish herself 
economically. 
Indemnities which pre- 


vented this would be suicidal. 


No other power supports France's de- 


sire to crush Germany economically. If, 
therefore, the French government can he 
held to its agreement less than six months 
wfll elapse before Germany knows the 
wonrt. By May 1st, Germany will have 


paid the allies in money, shipping, ani- 
mals, coal and otherwise, five billion dol- 
lars, in accordance with the peace trea- 
ty terms. 
Thereafter, for thirty years, 


she must continue paying the new assess- 
ments which the allies are now to levy. 


It will be a gigantic sum. But, what- 


ever it. is. it will be known, to the Ger- 
mans in advance. Germany will have the 
assurance that whatever she produces 
above the stipulated amount will be her 
own. 
There is reason to believe the Ger- 


man people have purposely refrained 
from making an effective effort at econo- 
mic reconstruction to confuse the esti- 
mates of the allied experts concerning 
Germany's future capacity for produc- 
tion. But, once the indemnity is fLxe(d. 
Germany can begin her real recovery. 
Xexr summer, therefore, should reveal 
Germain-"s true economic strength. 


PASS BUDGET BILL 


Tn all probability the present con- 


gress will transact very little real busi- 
ness in it* final session, beginning in De- 
cember. 
Its divided political complex- 


ion, its considerable content of ''lame 
ducks" and its certainty of automatic 
death next March 4. militate against ef- 
fective work. 
But there is one law it 


should pass promptly*. 
This is the bud- 


get bill. 


Both parties are pledged oy their plat- 


forms to budget reform. President "Wil- 
son has urged it. 
He regretfully vetoed 


the bill passed last spring, because it pro- 
vided that the comptroller-general in 
charge of accounting and auditing might 
be removed only by congress. 
This vi- 


olated £he constitutional provision under 
which all executive officials are appoint- 
ed and removed by the president. The 
budget bill was corrected to remove this 
defect, and again passed the house. 
It 


failed of passage in the senate because of 
an eleventh-hour filibuster, although a 
clear senate majority favored it. 


In substance the bill provides that es- 


timates from all departments of the gov- 
ernment shall be reviewed, revised and 
consolidated by the secretary of the treas- 
ury, operating through a budget bureau 
closely and continuously studying the 
needs of the various departments. 
The 


budcet thus prepared then goes to the 
president, who may reduce it to secure 
further economy or efficiency. 
He then 


submits it to congress, as a definite pro- 
gram for government operations and rais- 
ing of necessary revenues. 


Congress may increase the budget if it 


wishes, but will be less likely to make 
changes than at present. The budget will 
have back of it the strength of careful 
study, preparation and revision. Audit- 
ing, under the comptroller-general, would 
be entirely independent of the treasury 
and all other departments. The expiring 
congress can have no excuse for failure 
to pass this budget bill. Prompt action 
will save a year or two more of contin- 
ued haphazard, wasteful expenditures. It 
will be the first step toward real economy ' 
in federal finances, and is a test of politi- 
cal sincerity which cannot be evaded.

How Missionaries Work. 


Much as we prefer babies, we shall 


take up the question of the mission- 
aries first. For the Mormon mission- 
ary system is extremely interesting. 
These enthusiastic proselyters journey 
into all parts of the world, but prln- 
clpallj' to England and the Scandinavi- 
an countries, scattering the'pearls of 
Mormon wisdom totally without the 
aid of money. At least, the church is 
said not to pay their expenses, and 
as many of the missionaries are known 
to be poor and to have large families 
to be supported at home, the thing re- 
mains a curious mystery; unless you 
can explain it as the Mormons do— 
naaely, that God takes care of the 
missionaries. 


When a Mormon Is called by the 


church to this duty, he obeys instant- 
ly, no matter bow unexpected may be 
the summons or how unp'reparod his 
personal affairs. During the period of 
his service he receives no salary. In 
fact, it Is said that no official of the 
church receives any salary. But upon 
his departure a last reception is given 
in honor of the missionary, to which 
all the members of his church aro in- 
vited, and at which a collection plate 
is passed. Tho contents of the plate 
are expected to defray his traveling' 
expenses, after which tho matter la to 
be put up to God. Apparently God re- 
sponds troll to tuo responsibility thus 
thruat upon Him, for the Mormon mis- 
scionarles go about their proselyting 
in a comfortable, If not .luxurious way, 
and have never been known to starve. 


Anotber thing whinh may explain 


the sustained prosperity of the church 
is its splendid system ot organization. 
Since tho war, everybody knows how 
effectively organization steps In where 
enthusiasm fears to tread. Well, the 
cornerstone of tho Mormon system of 
organization Is tho tithing system. 
Every Mormon Is required to pay a 
tenth of his income to the church. It 
may be In farm produce or in dry 
goods or In hardware or In preferred 
stock, but it must ho a tenth of his 
worldly goods. Each ward of tho city

Polygamy certainly has a long and 


respectable history, and It has cer- 
tainly enjoyed much unofficial vogue 
even when ft has been officially frown- 
ed upon. But polygamy is a dead is- 
sue in Utah. The fires of prejudice 
that raged around It once have long 
since buiTKccl out. The Mormons tare 
no longer polygamous, but they are 
still Industrious, and prosperous, the 
best of'neighbors and'citizens.

Madison—A report of the industrial 


commission upon tho work of tho 
eleven free employment offices which 
it conducts in this state, covering the, 
month of October, shows that during 
this month the number of male appli- 
cants was 96 per cent ot" the demand 
for male help, and the supply of wom- 
en applicants 75 per cent of the de- 
mand. There was, however, during 
this month an excess of stipply over 
demand in very many classes of labor," 
including all clerical and all semi- 
skilled lines, as well as many skilled 
occupations. At a considerable num- 
ber of the offices there was also an ex- 
cess of the supply of common labor. , 


Thai during the month more help 


was wanted than there were applica- 
tions for work was due wholly to the 
great demand for woods laborers. Re- 
cent reports received, however, indi- 
cate that this demand has now been 
met and that a considerable number 
of men who are seeking employment 
in the woods work of the northern 
part of the state arc unable to find the 
same. The lumber companies are hir- 
ing only experienced woodsmen, and 
men without woods experience should 
keep away from the lumber towns. 


The reports of the employment of- 


fices also show that for th efirst time 
in years the supply of women for do- 
mestic service is practically equal to 
the demand.

he marched out of the school gate 
with the real of the boys of the third 
grade. 
The school nurse called blm 


back and iisketl him If he had fallen 
and hurt himcelf. 


"No'm, I ain't hurt non," Mitchell 


answered in surprise. 
However the 


school nurse waa not. satisfied, and 
she went to the boy's teacher and 
asked her how long Mitchell had been 
limping. 
The teacher 
had 
noticed 


nothing- so the nurse went to see the 
boy'a mother. But she too, had not 
noticed anything wrong with the boy. 
He was a little thin, but he hadn't 
been fat since he was a baby. Tes, his 
father was all right now. He had been 
ever since he came back from the san- 
itorium, an "pxrested case." 


Mitchell waa taken to a doctor, who 


pronounced the boy affected with a 
tuberculosis hip. The lad waa taken 
to tho hospital and it become 
the 


school nurse's task to malfe the par- 
ents realise that they must let him 
go, a. tank made easier in this case by 
the father's previous eanitorium ex- 
perience and hi* personal knowledge 
of the need of tho right kind of care. 


But there was no money In the home 


for expensive surgical treatment and 
hospital care.
